E story of the Rhine is one, 


of constant struggles either 
to establish the river as 2 boun- 
dary or.to obtain control of its 
basin. These conflicts well illus- 
trate the truth that though rivers 
may suggest themselves as  con- 
venient lines fot the demarcation 
of frontiers, yet often they unite 
rather than divide. ~- 


Most of the world’s great rivers, 
such as the desert-bordered Nile 
of Exypt. the'Ganges, and the 
Hwwangho, are natura] channels of| 
communication: they form links 
and not barriers between the peo- 
ples living in their valleys. The 
main objection to the Rhine as 3 
frontier is that if so used it 
divides 2 region which forms 4 
natural geographical unit.” 

The Celts, whose history is 
familiar to generations. of lower- 
form schoolboys who bave made 
their acquaintance in Caesar’s 
Commentaries, were 
known people to inhabit the Rhine 
Valley. But in the centuries im- 
mediately preceeding the Christian 
era German tribes, advancing 
from the east, exerted pressure on 
these Celtic folk, forcing them 
across the Rhine and dispossess- 
ing them of its valley.

In the Jast century B.C. the 
westward advance of the Germans 
was stopped by the Romans, who 
made the Rhine the eastern bound- 
ary of Gaul Later the. Romans:

Within a- hundred years the 
Franks had established settlements 
in what is now Belgium; and by 
the fifth century had occupied Co- 
logne and driven the Romans from 
much of their territory to the 
west-of the Rhine. Other Franks 
crossed the Main at Frankfurt 
(the ford of the Franks), extend- 
ing southward up the Rhine. and 
westward Into the basin of Paris, 
until by the seventh century they 
had conquered nearly the whole of 
France. De 
‘Charlemagne, the great Frankish 
ruler and inkeritor of the Roman 
tradition, moved his capital from 
Paris to Aix-la~-Chapelle. (Aachen). 
from which base he conquered and 
converted the Saxons now inhabit- 
ing the plain between the Rhine 
and the Elbe. “ 

So powerful did Charlemagne 
become that his realm included 
the whole of France extending over 
the Pyrenees into Northern Spain; 
Germany as far east as the Elbe, 
and from the North Sea south to 
the Alps; and Italy as far south 
as Rome. Thus the whole of the

GOLD EXPORTS 


The report deals at some length 
with the gold exports from Italy, 
pointing out that, according . to 
press reports, the gold reserves of 
the Bank of Italy had between 
October 20 and December 31, 1935, 
decreased by 47.S million gold dol- 
lars.
